No, DS/SU5 74-69. — The National Sample Survey work 
is at present undertaken by tile Department of Statistics, 
While ifie held work m all areas except West Bengal and 
Bomoay City is earned out by the Directorate or National 
Sample Survey, wnicli is a Governmem organisation, all 
otlier Hems ot work such as designing ol surveys, processing 
of data, preparation of reports and aiso field work m respect 
of West Bengal and Bombay City are entrusted to the Indian 
Statistical institute on an agency basis. I he expenditure in- 
cuired on this work by the Indian Statistical Institute is luliy 
reimbursed by the Government by way ot grants. 

2. This dual control in the National Sample Survey work 
*ias brought m its wake many drawbacks, the most significant 
of which is the inordinate delay between collection of data 
and publication ot results. Government have therefore been 
examining tor some time the lines 011 which the National 
Sample Purvey work should be reorganised. The Indian Sta- 
tistical Institute Review Committee set up by the Government 
in iy69 recommended the entruslment of all aspects of Na- 
tional Sample Survey work (wiin the exception of the work 
relating to West Bengal and Bombay City) to one single orga- 
nisation. This issue has also been examined by other informal 
Working Groups set up subsequently. 

3. Recently, a three-man Committee consisting of Shri B. 
Sivaraman, Cabinet Secretary* Prof. V. M. DandekHr and 
Prof. Ragburaj Bahadur, was requested to advise the Gov- 
ernment on the lines on which such reorganisation should be 
given effect to. This Committee has among other things re- 
commended the entrustment of all aspects ot National Sample 
Survey work to a single government organisation located in 
the Cabinet Secretariat and governed by a Governing Coun- 
cil, It has further recommended that the Governing Council 
should be given sufficient independence and autonomy of deci- 
sion so ns to ensure that the collection, processing and publi- 
cation of the N.S.S, data is free from undue influence. 

4. Government have accepted the recommendations of the 
three-man Committee and have decided to set up an organi- 
sation called the “National Sample Survey Organisation’’ in 
the Department of Statistics, Cabinet Secretariat. The Direc- 
torate of N.S.S. will become a part of this organistion. AU 
employees of Indian Statistical Institute engaged on National 
Sample Survey work, and such employees engaged on common 
services who become surplus lo the needs of the Institute, 
would also be absorbed in this organisation. The absorption 
of these employees of the Institute would be arranged on 
such terms as to ensure that there is no deterioration in the 
conditions of their service. 

5. All items of National Sample Survey, subject to such 
changes as the Government may direct from time to time, 
will be entrusted to this Organisation, The activities of this 
Organisation will be governed by a Governing Council com- 
posed as follows : —

7. The Governing Council will have the requisite independ- 
ence and autonomy of decision lo ensure that the collection, 
processing and the publication ot N.S.S. data is free from 
undue influence. It will have full authority to formulate its 
short period and long-term programmes and to approve ihc 
budget of the Organisation within the funds that may be 
provided by Government every year. This will include the 
choice of subjects or items on which data has to be collected 
in a given lield of investigation or in a given period; the 
frequency with which the data on any item is to be collected; 
ihe deployment of relative resources in investigation and 
processing of different items; the preparatory or pilot work 
to be undertaken on different subjects; the sample design to 
be adopted, the tabulation 10 bo prepared; the form in 
which the data are to be collected and processed, and the 
analysis and publication of results. 

8. The Governing Council should not, however, encroach 

upon the legitimate spheres of activities of other statistical 

agencies of the Central and State Governments, though it 
may take action in suitable cases to fill up gaps in the infor- 
mation needed by Government for policy formulation and 
for improvement of existing data collected by other agencies 
by supplementary collection of data by the N.S.S. Organisa- 
tion. In such cases the initiative should preferably come 

from the concerned Ministries or agencies, and where a 

proposal is initiated by the N.S.S. Organisation, it should 
have the concurrence and support of the concerned Minis- 
tries or agencies. Requests for collection or tabulation of 
data on behalf of other Ministries and agencies should not be 
accepted by the Council without the prior approval of Gov- 
ernment. Having regard to the limitations of resources, the 
emphasis should be on developing a stable and organically 
connected programme of data collection designed to fill gaps 
in statistics necessary for policy formulation and its imple- 
mentation rather than sotting up an agency to meet ad hoc 
requests for data coming from several quarters. 

9. The Governing Council should while drawing up the 
programme of sfurvey to be undertaken during a period also 
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iadicato the form in which and the dates by which the results 
will be published. The aim should be to publish the results 
in the forms of tables with notes within twelve months of 
the completion of that survey. Apart from the publication of 
tables and notes, the comprehensive economic analysis of the 
collection of data and its publication should also be treated 
by the Council as an integral part of its functions. 

10. The Governing Council will have the power to approve 
the budget of the N.S.S. Organisation within the total funds 
that may be provided by Government every year. The Chief 
Executive Officer of the N.S.S. Organisation who will also 
be an ex-officio Secretary/ Additional Secretary /Joint Secretary 
in the Department of Statistics, Cabinet Secretariat, will 
function within the framework of the budget approved by the 
Council and the programme of work determined by it, and 
he will be responsible for exercising all financial and admi- 
nistrative powers that may be vested in him for the working 
of the National Sample Survey Organisation. The Chief Exe- 
cutive Officer will isuc formal orders to give effect to the 
decisions of the Council, 

11. The expenditure relating to the N.S.S. Organisation and 
its Governing Council will be debitable to Major Head — 39 
and accounted for under Demand No. 48 — Department of 
Statistics.
